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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The instant application discloses a method for receiving over a channel a signal 
including a desired portion associated with a desired channel and an undesired portion 
mixed with the desired portion. Prior art references show similar methods but fail to 
teach: "averaging the temporal transitions of the interference patterns across the 
at least two propagating signal portions to derive the desired portion form the 
received signal; operating on the channel using said at least two propagation 
paths to compute a measure indicative of an average behavior of the channel", as 
in claims 6 and 1 1 ; "estimating an auto-covariance matrix of the received signal 
and a cross-covariance vector of the received signal and the transmitted one or 
more data symbols by manipulating averaging the received signal over at least 
two signal portions of the signal in parallel over a first and a second propagation 
paths", as in claim 8; "provide adaptive equalization by periodically repeating the 
empirical estimation of the desired channel and the received signal auto- 
covariance", as in claim 27.
